| Board headed by Dy, BE. M. Warr had a plan 
j afternoon when they met with Rex Trubey, 
|inember of the state industrial board, While 
| pinpointing action the board could take, Mr. 

Crubey made it clear that everyone in the 
| community would have to do his share if an 
‘industry is to be lured into the area. 

Mr. Trubey started out by saying a 
community should be basically attractive. 

He suggested a clean-up, paint-up campaign 
‘for every town in the county, Success of 
any such venture depends almost entirely 
on the individual property owner. No mat- 
ter how many proclamations the mayor's 
sign and how much space The Clipper de- 
votes to the project, property owners must 
cooperate, If an individual does not clean 
up his lot, paint his house and otherwise 
improve the appearance of his propetry, the 
campaign will be a failure, 

Main thing to be remembered by pro- 
perty owners is that they are spending 
money that helps themselves. Their pro- 
perty goes up in value as it improves in 
appearance, As an additional bonus, they 
know they are helping the community be- 
come more eligible for a new industry. If 
a new plant could be secured, a further rise 
of property values would be a natural after- 
math. From a purely selfish motive, proper- 
ty owners should attack the clean-up, paint- 
up campaign with zeal. 

Mr. Trubey said the clean-up campaign 
was first on the list of things a community 
has to do to sell itself as an industrial site. 
He put it very matter-of-factly. Like every 
merchant knows, an article has to look good 
in order to sell easily. A cleaned up, painted 
up community will get a new plant quicker 
than one that isn't. It is easier to sell a 
smart-looking town, Mr. Trubey stated, 
When a prospect is brought to a town, the 
community must have something to sell 
him and appearance is of vital importance, 

Function of the state industrial plan- 
ning board in working with Coffee County 
will be to provide the local board with the 
tools with which to bring an industry here. 
The brochure, “Industrial Potential of Cof- 
fee County” has been completed and put in 
the hands of the county committee. One 
thousand direct mail leaflets will be mailed 
out to a list of prospects provided by the 
state board. 

The county group has to pay for the 
leaflets, mailing and addressing. Printing

costs are around $90 per thousand, Artwork 
and Jayout of the leaflet are provided on the 
state level, 

Bascially, Mr, Trubey said, the county 
board is a selling and promoting body which 
will have to enlist the help of the county 
commissioners and governing bodies of ail 
the towns in the county, Ads can be placed 
in periodicals and trade journals after the 
analyst in the state office determines from 
the brochure what type industry would be 
best suited for the county, 

To start the grind that is necessary in 
any undertaking, Mr. Trubey suggested all 
industries presently located in the county 
be contacted, Their suppliers or customers 
might be likely prospects for locating here, 
Dr, Warr appointed three men, Gibb Mce- 
Cormick of New Brockton, Clark Edwards 
of Enterprise and Paul Cunningham of Elba 
to contact present industries to see if any 
of their suppliers or customers were in the 
process of expanding plant facilities. 

A meeting of merchants, conducted on 
a citywide or countywide basis, was also 
recommended, Hach merchant was request- 
ed to ask every salesman who calls on him 
about the chance of his company expanding 
and locating a plant in the county. Many 
good leads are obtained this way, Mr. Tru- 
bey explained. It was also another point in 
his thesis that it is everyone's job to attract 
an industry, 

In closing, Mr. Trubey stated a com- 
munity had to offer a new industry a pack- 
age deal, This package usualy includes: 

1, A building and roads to it, 

2. Labor supply. 

3. Tax exemptions, 

4, Availability of utilities. 

5. Site factors. 

6. Training building. 

To properly develop these and have 
plans for accomodating an industrial pros- 
pect requires a sales team from the commu- 
nity. Mr. Trubey concluded that of neces: 
sity, the sales team required the participa-~ 
tion of every person in the county. 

Like General Peck, head of the state 
planning board, told the Enterprise Cham- 
ber of Commerce recently, no man is walk- 
ing the streets of towns in Coffee County 
today seeking to locate an industry here, He 
‘must be sought out and sold on the advan- 
tages of Coffee County over every other 
county in the nation before he will bring 
his investment to the area,
